and: Soueraigne- Princes, and others, to at- - 
tempt againſt their ſacred perſons ; and the 
mentioning the Kings Chlowis and 
the faire.., to be falſe and flanderous:

Furthermore, it hath and doth inhibite 
and forbid all ſellers of Bookes and Printers, 
to print,ſell,or diſperſe any ofthe ſaid booked 
as alſo, all other perſons of whatſoeuer cal- 
ling or condition,to tranſcribe, haue, to write 
out, or to retaine, orto teach in Schooles or 
clſe-where; or elſe to diſpute vpon the ſaid 
Principles or Propoſitions.

This aboue-ſaid Decree, and the decreed, were 
pronounced in the preſence of the Fathers 
Ignace Armand, Charles de la Tour, : 
inthe abſence of Peter Cotton, Frontan 
du Duc, and lames Sirmund. Axd the 
Decree was put in execution before the 
great Stayres of the Pallace , the 27. of 


June. 1614.
